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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to^which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The specification and drawings are silent as to 
how the claimed device can adjust a crank diameter in direct proportion to rotational 
velocity of the cranks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a,b) as being anticipated by Rodgers . 
Rodgers discloses an elliptical exercise device having means for continuously 
and variably adjusting the size of the elliptical orbit. See the Abstract; and 
comprising left and right foot supporting links having first portions (by the toe

regions) which are connected to adjustable cranks 24 via element 32 and 
second portions movably connected to the frame via rocker links 48. The method 
of use would follow from the intended use of the structure. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The two Stearns et al references disclose means to variably alter 
the crank diameter, and although not applied in an obviousness type rejection, the 
examiner contends that it would be obvious to provide a Rodgers type means for 
continuously and variably adjusting the size of the elliptical orbit.
